THE RESTAURANT BREAEFAST. 
The thesis, of Instructor Brrm_ of the 
Department of Philosophy in the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, that education dimin- 
ishes one’s chances of happiness for the 
reason that when one’s taste is suffi- 
ciently refined one can enjoy only the 
best the world and is frequently 
unable to get it, would not seem to be 
difficult of demonstration In the case of 
‘the man of refined taste who, left at 
home elone while his family is enjoying 
itself in the country, hag to skirmish for 
his breakfast among the restaurants, In 
fact, one of Mr. Frre's examples touches 
tliis very incident of average -huthan ex- 
perience. He says: “The man whose 
taste is cultivated so he appreciates an 
epicurian breakfast will endure a great 
deal of misery because of the thousands 
of bad breakfasts he will be compelled to 
fat.” ‘ 
The restaurant breakfast is extremely 
apt to be bad. One may Junch -comfort- 
ably and agreeably in a great variety of 
placea, and when dinner time comes the 
range of cholee is as wide as could be 
expected or desired. Every effort of 
culinary skill and managerial enterprise 
focuses on the dinner mény, and the im- 
petus then gained lasts until midnight 
or longer. But. there is an interval be- 
tween 2 and 6 A. M, when only the drunk 
and disorderly, the nighthawk, and the 
habitual rounder ate in evidence, The 
| tired chef goes home to bed. hip asaist- 
ants are dismissed one by one, and the 
waiters drift out into the streets,’ distin- 





guished only by shirt bosome in startling

REAL WAR. AND. PLAY WAR. 
The incidents of *® sham ‘battle. ary 
ranged near the encampment of the Nas |} 


‘tional Guard of ‘Migsouri at St. Joseph 


were sufficiently instructive to invite: 
comment. For the better instruction of | 
the militia.in the art “éf war the sham 
battlé was. planned, ene incident of 
which was the capture’ of a battery by 
the infantry foree. This had been very 
well arranged and wae carried out ao- 
cording to programme—up to a certain 
point. The members of the battery had 
no idea of being captuted. ‘The infantry 
crept up and surrounded them, and the 
battery commander was notified that ac> 
cording to the rules of the game hé was 
captured and his command was no long- 

er “in it.”: Strategically the battery wes 
captured; but as a matter of fact the 
members of that organization had views 
of their own on the subject of the proper 
time to surrender. Then Rappened what 
has more than onee happened in real 
war, to the @isconcertment # the pest- 
laid plans of commanding offi¢ers.

nically captured them. The battle waxed 
fast and furious, and at the end of it-an 
extemporized field hospital was neces- 
sary, to which a dozen or two of the par- 
ticipants were conveyed to have their 
more or less serioug wounds treated. 
They are still in bed, and while doubtless 
very uncomfortable it may be assumed 
that they had a more instructive lesson 
in practical. war than would have come 
from greater respect on the part of the 
artillerymen for the conventions of the 
mimic battlefield. 

War i coase toe be interesting 
even to the professional soldier if just 
such thinge as happened te the infantry 
at St, Joseph did not happen daily in the 
field, Were tt otherwise campaigns could 
be settled by commanding officers much 
as two experts would play ea game of 
chess. They might meet in some conven- 
lent place, sit down together over a map, 
and by a series of moves and counter- 
moves decide the iasue to 4 mathemat- 
fecal demonstration. This would be 4 
very humane way of conducting war, but 
unfortunately it would not be quite sat- 
isfactery, since it would be extremely 
difficult to make the demonstration con- 
clusive of anything except what ought to 
happen. In war the proneness of the un- 
expected to happen is a factor in the 
equation which cannot be disregarded. 
The “umtenablée position” often contin- 
ues to be held, the brigade which should 
be captured alips through the fingers of 
the captors, the defeated army some- 
times pulls itgelf together and chases the 
victorious enemy all over the surround- 
ing country, end until 9 war ie over one 
cannot always tell just how it will end. 
The Boers gave an illustration of this in 
South Africa. They had mo chance from 
the outaeet of successfully combating the 
multitudinous armies of Great Britain, 
and perhaps did pot expect even as large 
@ measure of success as attended their 
efforts of resistance to British invasion; 
put they did yest damage to British 
troops and won a very different sort of 
peace than would have been accorded 
them on @ theoretical estimate of their 
chanees of making a thorough conquest 
of their coyntry tmpracticably difficult. 
The Missduri artillerymen did just what 
good ‘soldiers apd brave men would te 
apt to do in real war. Tt wae not agres- 
able to them to be taken prisoners and 
led away in dishonor, even though their

Neither method 
is open to any ebjection. Chemical addi- 
tions might not be objectionable if they 
did not continue operative as antiseptics 
after the need for such service is past; 
but just here is the danger which at- 
tends their use. The man who should 
take as a medicine a preparation calcu- 
lated to arregt digestion: would be count- 
ed ‘very reckiess with himself; and for 
this reason mo one should be confronted 
with the danger of unknowingly taking 
such médicine in what he bélieves to be 
and nutritious food. The sug- 
festion of Dr. Wiinr thet al! prepara- 
tions containing chemical preservatives 
should so anneunce on their wrappers, to 
the end that those Hable to be injured by 
them may have warning if they choose 
to heed it, is wise and conservative.
